WASHINGTON (AP) — Basil 
O’Connor, president of the Na­ 
tional 
Foundation-March

fight against birth defects is 
being hampered by parents who 
keep defective children “in the 
garret,

cover,

closed doors” because of mis­ 
placed guilt complex feelings.

The President, who takes time 
off from campaigning today to 
attend memorial services for 
former President Herbert Hoov­ 
er in New York, addressed a 
cheering 
throng 
Wednesday 
night in downtown St. Louis, 
Mo. 
He said a Republican leader 
in Illinois, whom he did not 
identify, had told him that in the 
previous 48 hours there had 
been marked defections of party 
members from the GOP ticket. 
“ He told me,” Johnson said, 
“that it’s not the backlash and 
it’s not the front lash, it’s the 
sm ear lash. When some people 
get desperate they get danger­ 
ous. When they get dangerous 
they are not cautious. And when 
they get to smearing the people, 
do not want to go along.” 
As he rode into the crowd of 
several thousand persons at a 
street corner in St. Louis, John­ 
son obviously did not see a sign 
borne aloft which said: “Jenk­ 
ins, Johnson’s Profumo.” 
Walter W. Jenkins, formerly a 
top Johnson aide, was asked by 
the President to resign after it 
became known he had twice 
been 
arrested 
on 
morals 
charges. 
Johnson supporters wrestled 
the sign down and the President 
observed: “There are a few like 
this in every crowd. But as the 
days go on they get fewer and 
fewer.” 
Johnson bore down on the 
theme that “peace is the most 
important issue in this cam ­ 
paign.” He said there could not 
be the kind of “total victory” 
his opponent has been advo­ 
cating. 
“ In a world such as this — a 
nuclear world — there is no 
room for bluster and bluff and 
belligerence,” he said. “There 
is room only for courage, intelli­ 
gence and reason.” 
Johnson said the Republican 
policies “ are built on dangerous 
foundations, because they talk 
about a nuclear war as if it 
were inevitable and a nuclear 
bomb as if it were ‘merely an­ 
other weapon.* ” 
Wherever he went, Johnson 
attracted large street crowds. 
He remarked at one point that 
“ I never saw so many smiling 
faces.”

Taft Calls 


For Social 


Security Aid 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Rep. 
Robert Taft Jr. has called for 
a strong Social Security system 
—“ one whose benefits must be 
kept current with increased liv­ 
ing costs.” 
The Republican U.S. Senator­ 
ial nominee from Cincinnati as­ 
serted Wednesday night that the 
system was unappropriate for 
Medicare aid to the elderly. 
A better way to aid the eld­ 
erly who are unable to pay for 
such care, Taft said, would be 
through special treasury certi­ 
ficates and tax credits to be 
used to buy private coverage. 
He then proposed this ques­ 
tion to members of the Manage­ 
ment Club of Greater Cleve­ 
land: 
“ Do we really need another 
huge federal bureaucracy spend­ 
ing directly from Washington 
vast amounts on administration 
to take over and control our 
medical assistance programs? 
“ I believe there are more de­ 
sirable alternatives.” 
Taft, who is opposing Demo 
cratic incumbent Stephen M 
Young of Cleveland, declared 
that America’s foreign aid pro­ 
gram should not be a “ mere 
giveaway.” 
The Ohio Congressman - at 
large expressed support for the 
principle of foreign aid. But he 
insisted that such help should be 
cut to what he called more rea. 
sonable levels. 


MOSCOW 
(AP) 
Communist party leaders de­ 
nounced today the Stalinist-type 
“ cult of the personality” in a 
policy statement clearly intend­ 
ed to explain the ouster of form­ 
er Premier Khrushchev. 
“ Life shows that not all com­ 
rades completely overcame the 
ways, forms, and methods of 
work that were built up during 
the period of the cult and reject­ 
ed by life,” an editorial in the 
journal Party Life said. 
The magazine, an organ of the 
party Central Committee, con­ 
tinued: 
“ Precisely for this reason the 
party is so demanding in the 
questions of maintenance of the 
principle of collectivity of lead­ 
ership, the Leninist norms of 
(Communist) party lifu in all 
the links of party and state ap­ 
paratus. 
“ Not a single Communist, not 
a single party body has the 
right to bypass cases when any­ 
body displays haughtiness, stops 
taking into 
consideration 
the 
opinion of comrades, and does 
not concern himself with the 
development of criticism, the 
creative and not formal discus­ 
sions at plenums, meetings and 
conferences.” 
The editorial, which did not 
mention Khrushchev by name, 
came amid mounting unrest in 
the Communist parties of Eu­ 
rope over the treatment of the 
deposed Soviet leader. 
The French Communist party, 
second largest in the West, in a 
unprecedented 
move 
said 
it 
wanted 
more 
information 
on 
‘conditions 
and methods” 
of 
Khrushchev’s removal and had 
asked the Soviet party’s Central 
Committee to receive a delega­ 
tion from 
the 
French party 
seeking an explanation. 
The announcement from the 
French Reds was only one sign 
of dissatisfaction 
among 
Eu 
rope’s 
Communists 
with 
the 
suddenly overthrow of Khrush­ 
chev 
and 
preliminary 
steps 
by the Soviet party to disgrace 
him. 
From Berlin came a report

Soviet i that meetings called by East 
German party leaders to try to 
explain Khrushchev’s downfall 
to the rank and file were broken 
up by angry demonstrations. 
East Germany was the first 
Soviet satellite to speak up for 
Khrushchev

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent 
Hoover, 
who 
died 
this 
week, had five careers. Four 
were brilliant. 
But the most 
important of them, the presi­ 
dency, for him turned out to be 
an unhappy and bitter one. 
In his early 30s he was consid­ 
ered the top mining engineer in 
the world. And he was a millio­ 
naire by 40. 
By the time he was 46 he had 
a world reputation as a humani­ 
tarian for his handling of relief 
in 
Europe 
during 
and 
after 
World War I. 
(President Wilson took him to 
the Paris Peace Conference and 
he did so well that John May­ 
nard Keynes said he was the 
“only man who emerged from 
the ordeal with an enhanced 
reputation.” ) 
For seven years, from 1921 to 
1928. he was an extremely able 
administrator as secretary of 
commerce 
under 
Presidents 
Harding and Coolidge. 
And in his advancing old age 
after World War II he was rec­ 
ognized as a great public ser­ 
vant for the time and effort he 
gave Presidents Truman and 
Eisenhower in reorganizing the 
federal government. 


But in his years after leaving 
the White House, if he read 
what one American historian 
after another said about his 
presidency, it must have been a 
scarring experience which, in 
his lifetime, he could not hope 
to erahe. 
Perhaps none was more harsh 
than this terse summary by 
Frederick Lewis Allen: 
“Mr. 
Hoover’s greatest mistake had 
been in getting himself elect­ 
ed.” 
He got off on the wrong foot 
as a bad prophet before he was 
ever elected, although probably 
most people agreed with him a 
the time. In the 1928 campaign 
he made this statement, thrown 
back at him many times later: 
“We in America today are 
nearer to the final triumph over 
poverty than ever before in the 
history of any land. The poor­ 
house is vanishing from among 
us.” 
He had distinguished flipper 
for such optimism. Just foe 
months before the 1929 market 
crash the financial wizard, Ber­ 
nard Baruch, was saying: “The 
economic condition of the world 
seems on the verge of a great

He 
kept

casts. All were wrong. 
He did many things to help. 
Ie got a 50 per cent reduction 
in railroad rates on foodstuffs 
hauled into farm areas stricken 
by drought; he backed the use 
of 
federal 
funds 
for 
public 
works; he approved creation of 
the 
Reconstruction 
Finance 
Corporation to make loans to 
private business (by the time 
he left 
office 
in 1933 
it 
ha 
handed out $1.5 billion) he spon­ 
sored the Federal Home Loan 
Bank which helped some people 
save their homes from a mort­ 
gage foreclosure 
although 
by 
then many homes were gone; he 
got 85 million bushels of wheat 
and almost a million bales of 
cotton turned over to the Red 
Cross for relief purposes. 
But he seemed to fail to real­ 
ize the enormity of what was 
happening around him. 
Eight months after the m ark­ 
et crash he signed the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff bill which raised 
American 
tariffs 
across 
the 
board from farm products to 
manufactured goods to the high­ 
est point in American history. 
That seems incredible now. It 
seemed incredible then to the 
American Bankers Association 
and 
industries 
with 
foreign 
markets. They objected. But so 
did nearly every reputable eco­ 
nomist in the United States. A 
protest 
was 
signed 
by 
1,038 
members of the American Eco­ 
nomic Association, warning that 
the tariff act would mean disas­ 
ter. 
The reaction was fast in other 
countries whose products were 
thus frozen out of the American 
market. Within two years 25 
countries 
established 
higher 
tariffs on Americang goods in 
retaliation. This country’s trade 
dived further. 
What was Hoover’s trouble? 
He had a fixed belief, and noth­ 
ing could shake him from it, 
that government help and in­

and then states and cities to

relief before 
seeking 
federal help. He promised that 
if the time ever came when 
such dircet help was required, it 
would be provided.

Russian Gymnasts 
Expected To Romp 


TOKYO (AP) — Russia’s on­ 
rushing Olympic forces, buoyed 
by the strength of gymnasts and 
canoeists, added 13 medals to 
their collection today, pulled to 
within ll of the United States' 
leading total and appeared to be 
in excellent position to overhaul 
the Americans. 
The Russian gymnasts picked 
up six medals today on this next 
to last full day of competition in 
the 18th modern Olympics and 
paddlers added four, including 
three gold. 
That gave Russia, which has 
dominated 
the 
last 
three 
Games, a total of 77, including 
23 gold, 21 silver and 33 bronze. 
The United States got only two 
medals — but didn’t really ex­ 
pect either of those — today and 
now leads with 88 over-all, 34 
gold, 26 silver and 28 bronze. 
Pretty Marcia Jones, a 23- 
year-old Michigan State student 
from Oklahoma City, surprised 
by picking up a bronze medal in 
women's 
kayak 
singles 
and 
Gloria 
Perrier 
and 
Francine 
Fox of Washington, D.C., got a 
silver in women’s kayak pairs. 
That helped. But everything 
points to Russia overtaking the 
United States Friday. 
For example, 
the Russians 
are assured of seven medals in 
the boxing finals, either silver 
or gold, because they have that 
many fighters who have made 
the 
last 
round. 
The 
United 
States has one, heavyweight Bill 
Frazier of Philadelphia. 
The Soviets seem assured of 
two medals in volleyball, where 
both their men’s and women’s 
teams are among the leaders. 
The United States is out of con­ 
tention. 
The United States and Russia 
are matched in the basketball 
final, so each will pick up a 
medal there. But aside from the 
basketball and boxing medals, 
the United States doesn’t have 
much hope. 
That means, counting today’s

the owners would take. 
The Braves’ board of direc­ 
tors voted Wednesday to move 
the team—for the second time 
in ll years—and the owners 
were expected to approve the 
shift. 
But several hours after the 
club’s decision to quit Milwau­ 
kee was announced, a tempo­ 
rary injunction was obtained by 
Milwaukee 
County 
officials 
restraining 
the 
Braves 
from 
moving or from seeking permis­ 
sion to move. 
Whether 
the 
unprecedented 
legal maneuver would serve to 
block the club owners’ action at 
today’s special meeting in a 
mid-town hotel could not be 
determined. Legal papers ap­ 
parently 
would 
have 
to 
be 
served here prior to the meet­ 
ing. 
League 
President 
Warren 
Giles said Wednesday night he 
had not been informed of the 
injunction and planned to go 
ahead with the meeting. 
He 
would seek legal counsel, he 
said, if it became necessary. 
Milwaukee’s 
legal 
counter­ 
punch followed a 12-6 vote by 
the Braves’ directors, meeting 
in Chicago, to shift the club. 
The 
injunction 
forbids 
the 
Braves from applying to either 
the president of the league or 
the owners of other clubs for 
sanction to move. It temporarily 
prohibits the Braves, who have 
a year remaining on their Coun­ 
ty Stadium contract, from ar­ 
ranging, agreeing to play or 
scheduling any 1965 games at 
any site other than Milwaukee. 
Braves representatives were 


ordered by Circuit Judge Ron­ 
ald Drechsler to appear next 
Tuesday to show cause why the 
injunction should not be made 
permanent. 
Until the legal bombshell was 
dropped it appeared certain that 
the owners would approve the 
shift. Approval by six of t h e 
other nine clubs was needed and 
no serious oposition was fore­ 
seen. 
The southern exodus of the 
Braves, charter members of the 
National 
League 
who 
moved 
from Boston to Milwaukee in 
1953, was approved at a closed, 
two-hour 
conference—one 
day 
after league President Warren 
Giles 
called 
the 
New 
York 
meeting “to further discuss the 
situation and take action there­ 
on.” 
After the directors’ meeting, 
newsmen, including one from 
Atlanta, 
were 
handed 
a 
prepared statement by Braves’ 
publicity director Ernie John­ 
son. The terse statement an­ 
nounced the decision to move 
the franchise but gave no rea­ 
sons for the shift, explaining 
that Giles had asked that no 
information be released until 
after the New York session. 
“Shortly 
thereafter,” 
the 
statement read, “the Braves’ 
management 
will 
release 
a 
detailed statement outlining all 
the various considerations for 
any action taken.” 
Although the

contributing 
factors to the decision included 
dwindling attendance and insuf­ 
ficient radio and television reve­ 
nue.

Man Placed on 
Probation in 
Dope Case 


By FRED MOLLENKOPF 
A man described by police as the key figure in a seven- 
man marijuana peddling ring, has been placed on proba­ 
tion by a visiting judge. 
Cleveland police were astonished when Maurice Jones, 
29, was placed on five-year probation by Common Pleas 
Judge William Ammer of Circleville (Pickaway County). 
The judge granted the probation Thursday on the con­ 
dition that Jones leave Cleveland and return to Tennessee. 
Jones, with two other members of the ring, was buying 
the marijuana in Chicago and bringing it here for distribu­ 
tion, Detective Lt. George Sperber, head of the police nar­ 
cotic unit, said. 
Jones was seized with a nurse and another man at 945 
Parkwood Drive N. E. last May 20. Police found 2V* pounds 
of marijuana on the premises. 
Second Man Cleared 
Also found were traces of the dope in various parts of the 
building and materials for making cigarettes. There was 
enough bulk marijuana for making 5,500 cigarettes, which 
are sold by peddlers for $1 to $1.50. 
Police learned from their 18-month investigation and 
from information developed after the arrests that the dope 
was Jones’. 
The second man was cleared. Jones tried to place blame 
for the dope operation on the nurse. Both she and Jones 
were indicted for possession of drugs and possession of 
drugs for sale. 
Inspector Richard R. Wagner, chief of detectives, was 
indignant over the disposition ot Jones’ case. “There 
is no point in having strong narcotic laws unless they are 
enforced,” he said. Lt. Sperber said probation for Jones 
came as a complete surprise. 
5 Serving Terms 
Sperber pointed out that five members of the group, all 
arrested with much smaller quantities of the narcotic, are 
all serving prison terms. “We felt this group was responsi­ 
ble for one third of the marijuana traffic in the city,” he 
said. 
Asked for the reason for his decision. Judge Ammer 
said: “The police only suspected the marijuana was his. 
They had no proof that it was Jones’. Three people had 
access to that building and police could not prove that 
the marijuana was placed there by Jones.” 
“I felt there was justification for probation. Jones had 
a good war record and had attended college,” Ammer re­ 
marked. He said Jones admitted having smoked marijuana 
and that might have been the only thing he had to do with 
it 
Soiled One Count 
“The prosecutor (Assistant County Prosecutor Reuben 
Payne who was in court at the time probation was grant­ 
ed) recommended that I nolle the other count (possession 
of dope for sale) in November. I nolled it. Then Jones 
pleaded guilty to a possession charge.” Ammer said. 
Asked if that didn’t mean Jones admitted the marijuana 
was his, the judge replied he could not recall how much 
marijuana was charged in the indictment. 
At the time of Jones’ guilty plea, the woman’s case was 
nolled. Dope possession and possession for sale penalties 
are 2 to 15 years and IO to 20 years, respectively. 
Judge Ammer was asked if he had noted that Jones 
had been placed on probation in New York on a third- 
degree robbery charge in 1956. He said he had, but that 
the charge amounted only to what would be “petit lar­ 
ceny here.”

A Shocking Sentence 


Cleveland police are astonished and indignant 
over the sentence meted out by Common Pleas 
Judge William Ammer to a man they describe 
as a main link in a marijuana peddling ring, 
according to Reporter Fred Mollenkopf’s ac­ 
count in Saturday’s Plain Dealer. 
The defendant was given probation on con­ 
dition that he leave Cleveland and return to 
Tennessee. 
The man was arrested in a place where a 
large supply of marijuana was found; he plead­ 
ed guilty to a possession charge after another 
charge of possession for the purpose of sale 
was dropped. 
But illegal possession of narcotics is a serious 
offense in this state, and conviction can be 
punished with a stiff penitentiary term. Not only 
can be, but should be. Probation and “exile” 
from the state is a wrist-slapping penalty no 
wonder the police are indignant. 
The only way to control illegal dope possession 
and sale is by throwing the book at offenders 
Narcotics problems used to be much more 
common in this state, and so were the crimes 
committed by addicts. About eight years ago 
an educational campaign by the state attorney- 
general’s office and by newspapers, including 
this one, led the way for the Ohio legislature to 
tighten up penalties which had been far too 
light. 
In the 1954 probe, Harry Anslinger, federal 
narcotics 
administrator, 
called 
marijuana 
Ohio’s chief dope problem along with heroin 
and he said that dope peddlers had moved into 
this state “because Ohio has the lowest pen­ 
alties” of all the states in this section of the 
nation. 
Cleveland doesn’t thank Judge Ammer, who 
is assigned to the bench here from Pickaway 
County, for his handling of this case, and we 
don’t imagine Tennessee will either.
